Such is the 
substrata of existing American Citizenship, 
an underworld of criminals and professional 
law breakers. Two of the three leaders of the 
French Revolution were lawyers and the 
affinity of Jews for that prostituted vocation 
is easily understood.

Union is the only part of the world that is 
going ahead, the rest sinking into economic 
chaos”, “that the Communist Party alone 
was fighting Fascism ‘and that the forces 
that had created Soviet Russia would create 
a similar government in Germany and the 
United States.’”

In 
Russia,the Jewish ideal of proletarian Jus- 
tice, any act harmful to Soviet Independence 


or territorial possession is defined as treason ` 


and the punishment is “death before the 
firing squad’, because protection of the 
homeland is the “highest law of life and 
whosoever betrays the nation must be des- 
troyed’’. Compare this savage ferocity of 
this with the leniency and license permitted 
elsewhere. It is evident, however, that Jews 
regard disloyalty a virtue and ingratitude 
as an obligation of sacred observance. 

Will the American people accept the 
challenge of these malicious foreigners, who 
proclaim themselves as the uncompromising 
enemies of the United States government?
